named. 
Through 
his 
mother’s family the boy was re­ 
lated to Samuel Houston; famous 
Indian fighter, governor of Ten­ 
nessee, and founder of the Texas 
Republic. 
Young Henry Samuel Priest re­ 
ceived from his family the best in 
southern tradition 
and 
culture. 
Educated first at Van Rensselaer 
Academy at Rensselaer in 
Ralls 
county, he graduated from West­ 
minister College in Fulton in 1872. 
After his graduation he read law 
for a short time in 
Taylorsville, 
Kentucky, and later with Judge 
James E. Carr at Hannibal, where 
he was admitted to the 
bar 
in 
1873. 
He went 
immediately 
to 
Moberly, soon was elected 
city 
attorney, and during the next eight 
years built up a large practice. 
Priest became an assistant at­ 
torney for the 
Missouri 
Pacific 
railroad in 1881, 
beginning 
his 
career as one of the States great 
railroad and public utility 
law­ 
yers. 
At one time he served as 
general attorney for the Missouri 
Pacific, assistant attorney for the 
Wabash and counsel for the 
old 
United Railway Company. For the 
latter he conducted a long resist­ 
ance to the St. Louis mill-tax or­ 
dinance and, after twelve years of 
litigation, the United States 
su­ 
preme court 
upheld 
him. 
The 
| foremost legal figure in the street 
j railway consolidation which creat- 
! ed the St. Louis Transit company, 
Priest also served for many years 
as an adviser for the Lindell rail­ 
road. 
In a number of cases prosecuted 
by Missouri’s great reform

torneys, Folk and Hadley, Priest 
appeared as the

defense. 
Robert M. Snyder, who was prose­ 
cuted by Folk in 1902 and charged

bill, had Priest as chief counsel. In

HOUSES PROFITABLE 


One ol the essentials in profit­ 
able hog production is that pigs be 
started well in making uniform 
and rapid growth 
and 
continue 
consistently from the time 
they 
are farrowed until they reach the 
market. 
A good start cannot be made un­ 
less proper quarters are provided 
for the pigs at farrowing time and 
during extremely cold 
weather. 
Equally important is that the pigs 
be farrowed and raised on clean 
ground that is far 
from 
round 
worm infection. 
Under Southeast Missouri con­ 
ditions, the problem of furnishing 
good quarters and clean ground 
can be solved by the use of mov­

Iodine is a by-product of nitrate 
of soda, or ‘‘salitre," the valuable 
fertiizer—deposited by nature only 
in the northern desert region in 
Chile. Caliche, the ore in which it is 
found, usually is about four to five 
feet below the surtace. It contains 
nitrate to the amount of 14 to 75 
per cent and several other minerals 
including Iodine salts. To separate 
these minerals the caliche is blasted 
and broken up, crushed and then 
transferred to the plant where in 
huge leaching vats the nitrate of 
soda is transferred from the caliche 
to the “mother liquor’’ from which 
it is finally precipitated in the form 
¡>f tiny crystals. 
This solution from which the sai- 
itre, or nitrate of soda, Is precipi­ 
tated, is then turned into the iodine 
plant, and heated with sulphur and 
other chemicals to precipitate the 
iodine. In the above photo the io­ 


dine, as it comes from the peicipi 
tate tanks, is being poured into the 
bags which are later placed in retort 
furnaces to complete the work ol 
crystallization. Since iodine is in 
tensely volatile, workers wear pro­ 
tective masks and glass shields for 
the eyes. Chile’s iodine is very 
strong—eyes smart in a minute of 
exposure in the same room. The 
tincture of iodine we buy at the 
neighborhood drugstore is only 10% 
iodine and 90% alcohol, so strong is 
the pure product. 
The crystals ate packed in oak 
kegs sewed tip In green rawhide. As 
the wet hides shrink, they contract, 
making an airtight covering for the 
keg—through which no moisture can 
penetrate. Chile furnishes 90 per­ 
cent. of the world’s supply of iodine 
—and because it is so valuable it is 
known as Chile’s “purple gold." Spt»

The seed for planting the crop 
for certification must have been 
of pedigreed or certified origin.

data must bo kept for record 
Fields for certification must be 
separate and distinct from other 
fields. 
In the case of corn 
and 
other varieties can be grown on 
the same farm. 
The grower must have a mem­

paid. 
There is a minimum acreage re­ 
quirement to be met, which varies 
for the different crops.
